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Persistence pays off 


@ Former NS student 
awarded American FFA 
Degree in Louisville _

Keith Schneckloth has learned that 
persistence pays off. 

The 21-year-old Eldridge farmer was 
awarded the American FFA Degree during the 
74" National FFA Convention held Oct. 24- 
27 in Louisville, Ky. 

It was his second try for FFA’s highest 
honor, he admits.

Schneckloth first applied during his senior 
year at North Scott High School, but his 
paperwork was rejected due toa slight error in 
his computations. 

“Tt has to be perfect,” he said of the 
American FFA form. 

Disappointed, Schneckloth thought about 
hanging it up. But he had already put a lot of 
effortinto the process, making detailed records 
ofhis horticultural projectand his work history. 
And he wanted to walk up on that stage as he 
had seen other successful degree candidates 
do in the past. 

“I'd gone to National Convention down in 
Kansas City and saw American degree 
recipients get their degree. So I decided that’s

what I wanted to do,” he said. “It was always 
a goal of mine to go as far as I could in FFA.” 

It took awhile, but Schneckloth made the 
necessary corrections in his paperwork and 
resubmitted the application. This time, it was 
accepted. 

The American FFA Degree is an honor 
only asmall percentage of FFA members ever 
attain. Of the more than 457,000 members in 
FFA, only 2,408 received the designation in 
2001. ; 

To receive the degree, members must have 


earned $7,500 through a supervised - 


agricultural experience program in which they 
start, own or work for an existing agricultural 
enterprise and productively invest those 
earnings. 

‘Each recipient receives a gold American 
FFA Degree key, a certificate and an ID card. 

Schneckloth, a 1999 graduate of North 
Scott, joined FFA during his freshman year. 

“I participated in almost any contests I

He earned his lowa FFA Degree in 1998, 
and has received Ag Proficiency Awards in 
numerous production areas, including fruit 
and/or vegetable, swine, beef, cereal,

Schneckloth was the premiere first-year 
exhibitor in horticulture at the state fair, and 
exhibited in many county and state fairs. Heis

“Originally I had plans to go on to get my 
doctorate in veterinary medicine. ButI decided 
against that,” he said. “My desire is to farm — 
not to be stuck in an office treating animals all 


day. I want to do the broad spectrum of :

To gain some valuable ag experience, 
Schneckloth participated in a custom wheat 
harvestthis past summer. He learned about the 
Opportunity through a flyer distributed at the 
college. :

He hopes to one day go into farming with 
his brother. But finding suitable ground is 
difficult. Then there are the start-up costs, 
which can be prohibitive for young farmers. 
They're starting small. 

“We bought a Farmall 560 and overhauled 
that,” said Schneckloth, who is pretty handy 
with equipment repairs. “In college I worked 
in the tractor lab — it was the shop for the farm 
equipment. And I was in charge of the cattle 
operation.” 

In addition to their future business plans, 


_ the brothers have something else in common: 


They both collect farm toys. 

“I’m a die-hard ‘red man,’” Keith said, 
referring tohis preference for the International 
make. “That's what my grandfather had.” 

He said the two have been collecting the 
ag-related toys since they were children. 
“We've got a basement half full with our 
toys.” : 

Keith’s other hobbies include hunting, 
fishing and construction work. 

But his first love is the land. 


“J*ve always loved animals and livestock —, 


especially cattle. My whole ambition in life 
was to farm,” he says. 

Schneckloth’s a firm believer in 
conservation tillage and minimal use of 
pesticides and other chemicals. 


Says the American Degree recipient: “I’ve : 


always had a motto that I'lived by: If we take 


care of the land, it'll take care of us.”
